W omen Inventors 


Rev. 
Ada C. Bowles gave an 
interesting talk lately on “ Women 
as Inventors,’’ the result of twelve 
years’ research, the substance of 
which is reprinted in The W om an’s 
Journal. 
She said that in China 
silk-weaving was invented by the 
wife of the fourth emperor, for 
which divine honors are still paid 
to her. 
Japanese bronze work was 
the invention of a woman. 
In 
India the 
weaving of Cashmere 
shawls was invented in the seclu­ 
sion of the harem by a woman, who 
also gave so wise consul to the 
prince, 
her 
husband, 
that 
he 
changed her name from Nourmahal 
(L ight of the Harem) to Nourjehan 
(Light of the World), and had 
coins 
struck bearing this title. 
A ttar of roses was invented either 
by the same woman or by her 
mother, the authorities differing on 
this point. 
The secret of Vinetian point lace 
which had been lost in the thir­ 
t e e n century, was rediscovered in 
this by an Italian work-woman. 
The beautiful gauze called “ woven 
w ind” is 
a woman's invention. 
W hen H arriet Hosmer took ber 
Yankee brains to Rome, she found 
out the way to make marble from 
limestone, 
which 
tile 
Italian 
government had long been seeking. 
In this country women’s progress 
in invention has kept pace with 


their progress in education. Mary 
Kees was the first American woman 
to take out a patent, in 1808. 
It 
was for weaving straw with silk or 
thread 
At this tim e girls rceived 
hardly any education 
During the 
next quarter of a century only fit 
teen patents were taken out by- 
women. 
These included a globe 
for teaching geography, a baby- 
jum per, a fountain pen, a deep-sea 
telescope, and the first cookstove. 


By 1834 women had a few more 
educational 
privileges, 
but not 
many, and in the next twenty-five 
years women took out patents for 
thirty-five inventions. 
By 1859 
high schools were opened to women, 
and the war was coming. 
The 
high schools taught them to use 
their m inds, and the war forced 
them out into many new avenues 
of work. 
During the quarter of a 
century 
from 1859 to 1884 the 
number of inventions patened by 
women 
rose to 1,503. 
"NY omen 
who took their husbands’ places 
on the farms invented m any im ­ 
proved 
agricultural 
implements 
especially 
at 
the West; women 
went into the shoe-shops and at 
once began to take out patents on 
machinery; women nursed in the 
hospitals, and invented improved 
bandages, canteens, camp-beds, etc. 
Colleges, Sloyd, and m anual train­ 
ing are now developing the latent 
inventiveness of women, and dur­ 
ing the twelve years from 1884 to 
1895. the latest date to which the 
Patent 
OIB ce reports have been 
published, women have taken out 
3,905 patents. 
Some large and im portant in­ 
ventions are due to women. 
Mrs. 
H arriet Strong, who began by in­ 
venting a corset, afterward moved 
with her husband to California; 
and since his death she lias taken

tion of the Robin shell, but on General 
Deloye objecting to a statement on the 
subject in open court. Major Hartmann 
asked to be allowed to give it behind 
closed doors and it was so ordered 
In response to questions from Labori 
and M. Demange, counsel for the de­ 
fense, Major Hartmann said any officer 
attending Chalon s camp could have ob­ 
tained sufficient information to write 
notes on covering troops and Mada­ 
gascar matters. 
Interesting confronta­ 
tion between General Deloye and Major 
Halt lannn followed, the general de­ 
claring that he did not believe the 
in'1 jor was keeping strictly to tho truth 
Deloye then proceeded to point to what 
he said was an inaccuracy iu Major 
Hartmann's testimony.

Labori asked General Deloye if 
he knew whether the documents, which 
could have been betrayed by a traitor, 
especially by the writer of the borde­ 
reau, were important, whereupon the 
general excitelly cried: “Don t ask me!
